The 
stamp design pictures Tesla and 
on the lower value his name is in 
a vertical column of letters in En- 
glish, in capital letters and at the 
base of the stamp the country 
name in native language letters 
The other value is of the same 
arrangement with the name of 
Tesla at the side in the native let- 
tering and the name of the coun- 
try at base in English lettering. 

His first invention was perfect- 
ed while he was working for the 
Austrian government in 1881, 
three years later he came _ to 
America and became a natural- 
ized citizen. He was a close asso- 
ciate of Thomas A Edison, some- 
how or other his picture reminds 
us of Henry Ford. For _ several 
years past he has celebrated his 
birthday by making predictions 
and announcements to the press, 
at one such time in recent years 
he predicted the transmission of 
power through the stratosphere in 
much the same manner as radio 
waves.| Such a method of running 
automobiles, airplanes, trains and 
ships is a dream that. is often

54, of 1786 
Cadwell Avenue, Cleveland 
Heights, secretary of the Repub- 
lic Structural Steel Co., died at 
11:45 p. m., Dec. 31 at his home. 

Mr. Lehman had been confined 
to his home since last August ex- 
cept for intervals at Mount Sinai 
Hospital where he received treat- 
ment, 

His father, Israel Lehman, was 
one of Cleveland’s prominent ar- 
chitects. 

Secretary of the Republic 
Structural Steel Co. for the last 20 
years, Mr. Lehaman rose from a 
position in the company’s draft- 
ing room—a job he began 36 years 
ago after graduation from Cen- 
tral High School. 

Interested in stamp collecting 
for many years, Mr, Lehman built 
up a large collection of 19th cen- 
tury issues, with a number of val- 
uable ship cancellations. He was 
considered an authority on the 
s'.mp issues of the Gold Coast, 
Liberia and Hong Kong. 

A student of early Cleveland 
valuable maps, charts, books and 
prints depicting the cit:’s begin- 
nings and growth. From _ time to 
time he presented pa ; of his 
collection to the Western Reserve 
Historical Society. 

He was born in Cleveland on 
Me- 23. 1888, In Merced, Cal., he 
married’ Miss Dorothy Baker on 
Nov. 23, 1928.

mail parcels have been issued to 
postmasters, modifying the reg- 
ulations to permit undeveloped 
photographic films, vaccines, per- 
ishable laboratory specimens, 
etc., Passage without examina- 
tion. Also, where parcels are 
posted regularly by _ reliable 
firms and the postmaster is sat. 
isfied that the contents are unob- 
jectionable he may indorse it: 

“Contents examined or accept- 
ability verified under Order No. 
19008.” (This statement is follow. 
ed by the name of the posto‘fice, 
signatures of the accepting pos- 
tal employees, and postmark of 
the office where mailed.)

Dont Want It. 

I am beginning to think that 
Precancel Collectors are the fun- 
niest people.” One would think 
after hearing a group of precan- 
cel collectors tell their woes and 
tribulations with Post Masters and 
the like in their endeavors to ob- 
tain a scarce town precancel, that 
the thing they would want most 
would be that they could have the 
privilege to go up to a Post Of- 
fice window and order (and get) 
their precancels. Yet it seems that 
many are not in favor of the very 
thing about which they crab so 
much, That they should not be 
able to do this is simply not even 
debateable for there are no logical 
reasons, and the illogical one that 
prevents them is the RULING that 
says_ that Post Masters shall not 
sell precancels to any but Permit 
Holders. You will note that I say 
RULING and not LAW. It must be 
some peculiar trait like in sports- 
men who hunt game and catch 
fish yet seldom ever eat them. 
So it must be with the precancel 
collector it must be the- thrill of 
the uneasiness he gets when he 
goes after precancels that envelo- 
pes him that he hates to see some- 
thing made easy that has always 
been difficult and with a tint of 
danger. There is always’ the 
thought I have imagined in the 
backs of those collectors minds 
that they would be the only ones 
that would MAKe the town and 
the other fellows might not do it. 
I think there was a time when a 
sane and reasonable plan if pro- 
perly submitted and backed would 
have allowed collectors to pur- 
chase precancels at all offices that 
used them. Right now with things 
in the upgrade and the end not 
in sight it would be impossible. 
After the war the time will come 
again. Let us be ready for it. 
Think this matter over and let 
us hear your suggestions. I am not 
unmindful of possible complica- 
tions that might arise if such a

traordinary demands for air-mail 
envelopes for shipment overseas 
for the use of the armed forces, 
the contractor is in arrears in the 
filling of post-office orders for 
these envelopes for use in the do- 
mestie service.” There you have 
it, a shortage of Government 
stamped Airmail envelopes coup- 
led with the fact that vast quan- 
titnies of such envelopes have been 
sent overseas. 

Do you remember the lc Book_ 
let panes that went to France in 
the first World war? Will it not 
be a logical thing to supply the 
boys overseas with booklets of 
these 6c airmail stamps, especially 
when there is a need for many of 
them abroad and at the same 
time a difficulty in supplying en- 
velopes. Again, consider that ship- 
ping space is at a premium and 
that large quantities of air mail 
envelopes would take up heaps of 
room while thousands of these 
stamps in booklet form could tra- 
vel in small space. 

That is the news on this new 
stamp which will put collectors 
and dealers on the jump to make 
connections with first day covers. 
We trust that the Post Office De- 
partment will immediately set a 
date for the first day release of 
these new 6c air mail booklets in 
order that collectors may obtain 
their usual supply of covers.

The new Kansas City-Denver 
airmail route (probably will be 
called AM-60.) In mailing out 
covers, don’t forget the Airmail 
Field Postoffices at Kansas City 
and Denver. 

There are some possibilities that 
covers from this route may not 
receive official catalogue recog- 
nition. United States Airways op- 
erated an airmail service (part 
of CAM-30) between Kansas City 
and Denver via Salina from June 
5, 1931 to Feb. 19, 1934; and the 
Catalogue Editors may classify 
this new route as a resumption of 
service. However, covers from 
Topeka will be listed since this is 
the first airmail service to this 
point. 





Two airports were dedicated at 
El Paso, Tex. on November 15, 
1942; Biggs Field and Ed Ander- 
son Field being the fields dedica- 
ted. Covers bear a large cachet 
reading “Dedication New Airport 
Terminal” and typed below also is 
inscribed ‘‘also Biggs Field, U. S. 
Aarmy Air Force.” There are no 
figues available as to the number 
of covers mailed on these events, 
but about 3,000 specially printed 
Postal Cards were mailed. This 
was a very short-notice event, 
and most collectors missed out on 
covering it. I would appreciate 
hearing from any collectors who 
have duplicates of these cards,

Due to a number of requests 
from readers desiring information 
as to how to collect first flight 
covers, this column is being de- 
voted to a set of instructions for 
obtaining First Flight Airmail 
Covers: 

To obtain your own first flight 
airmail covers, the following in- 
structions should be observed: 

Upon hearing of a first flight, 
self-addressed and stamped (6c 
postage) envelope should be sent 
to the Postmaster at the city from 
which the flight will occur, to- 
gether with a note or letter of 
instructions authorizing the Post- 
master to hold the covers until the 
flight takes place, and then to dis- 
patch the covers via the first 
flight. Covers forwarded to Post- 
m:sters must be enclosed in outer 
envelopes, the envelope must be 
fully prepaid with first class post-

age (usually about 3c for each 3 
covers enclosed.) 

The left-hand side of the covers 
must be left blank, in order that 
there be sufficient space for any 
cachéts which may be provided. 
E- wever, if directional covers are 
desired, the direction desired 
should be marked in the upper 
left-hand corner of the cover— 
such as “FIRST FLIGRT NE- 
WARK-NORTH,” FIRST FLIGHT 
NEW YORK-HOUSTON,” etc., as 
the case may be. Covers not 
marked as to specific directions 
are usually dispatched via the 
actual first flight, regardless of 
the address or destination of the 
cover. 

In preparing covers, it is sug- 
gested that a neat regular-size 
(#634) envelopes be used, either 
of plain or airmail design, of a 
fairly good quality paper that will 
not fade or disfigure with age. 
A thin cardbord filler should be 
enclosed inside of the cover to 
preve:# it from tearing or bend- 
ing and to aid in securing a better 
cancellation. Envelopes should be 
sealed, or the flaps tucked inside. 

If backstamps are desired, the 
covers should not be addressed to 
your home address, but addressed 
to yourself care of General De- 


,livery at some city on the same 


airmail route. For example, if a 
new stop were to be added to AM- 
8 and you wanted a backstamped 
cover, you would address your 
covers MR. JOHN DOE, GENER- 
AL DELIVERY, CHICAGO, ILL. 
Then, after the flight takes place 
you send the General Delivery 
Clerk at the .city where your 
covers were addressed to (Chicago 
in this case) a 3c stamp and ask 
him to please return your covers 
to you. Be sure that your name 
and home (or business) address 
appears on the back of all your 
covers. It takes a little more time 
and money to secure backstamped 
covers but that is th- way most 
C, A. M. collectors desire them, 
and the catalogue values of Ist 
flight covers are usually for those 
with backstamps, plain ones are 
worth much less. 

To obtain notices of first flights 
send your name and address to 
the SECOND ASSISTANT POST- 
MASTER-GENERAL, DIVISION 
OF AIRMAIL SERVICE, WASH- 
INGTON, D. C. and ask that 
your name be placed on their Ist 
flight mailing list to receive no- 
tice of forthcoming flights. This 
is a free mailing list. However, 
often there is insufficient time in 
which to have the Postoffice mail 
out notices and provide cachets, 
so it is also wise to watch this 
column for announcements of 
short-notice events. Membership 
in a nation-wide airmail organ- 
ization is also very beneficial in 
collection first flight coveres.

SIX CENT AIR MAIL STAMP BOOKLET 

You will of course have seen the big headlines on the front page 
announcing a new Booklet of Six Cent Air Mail stamps before you 
read this and we are wondering just how those headlines struck you. 

Did you think it a joke or that Linn was crazy. We would be 
glad to hear from anyone with a word as to their thoughts on this 
matter. We ask this because of the way in which this new booklet 
has been made known to the collecting public, 

In one of the usual monthly circular announcements that is sent 
out by the Post Office Department Information Service, we dis- 
covered the announcement of these stamps to come in booklet form. 
As a matter of fact, the news is of such great importance that we 
could have had it in our issue of last week had we noted the fact. 
It was announced in such manner that it could have readily been 
overlooked by anyone and we did overlook it last week and only

Most any of the weekly stamp papers 
could have carried the news last week had they realized what the 
announcement meant, but printed as it was and carried as it was, 
it was just one of those things that most anyone would MUFF ex- 
cept by accidental realization that something was brewing. 

The leading New York Newspapers printed other information 
in their issues of the week end of January 16th, that was taken 
from this same circular yet they missed this one biggest bit of news 
entirely. 

Because of this fact, we have visions of a real SCOOP with 
this number of the News for if other publishers did not note this 
information for their issues of last week, there is the possibility 
that they may have overlooked it entirely. 

Confirmation of the coming six cent air mail booklet is made by 
Third Assistant Postmaster General North as can be seen on our 
front page, and collectors and dealers will or should not have an 
opportunity to obtain first day covers for this new air mail booklet. 
Collectors will usually prefer a full pane or page used on cover and 
due to the makeup of the plates it is believed that these stamps will 
come three to a page, since they are substantially double the size 
of ordinary stamps which come six to a page. Of course single 
copies on cover will be sufficient to show the stamps, yet pages will 
be far more desirable. The bottom stamp on a page will be unper- 
forated on both sides and at bottom, the middle stamp unperforated 
at sides and perforated at top and bottom; the top stamp will be the 
same as the middle one but may be had with the top marginal or 
booklet edge attached, ; 

Lucky will be the people who service these covers and find packs 
of the booklets with plate numbers. There may also be position 
marks of interest to collectors.

If you are one of the many col- 
lectors who are saving patriotic 
meter slogans don’t overlook the 
different designs used by defense 
plants that have been cited by the 
government. Carrier Corporation 
was the first to use such a slo- 
gan which reads, ‘‘Navy E Award 
for Excellence in War Produc- 
tion” and the Navy flag is pic- 
tured. Another comes from Jer- 
sey City on meter 108433 and 
reads ‘“‘Awarded Navy E for ex- 
cellence in Defense Production.” 
There is no picture in this slogan. 
A company in West Springfield, 
Massachusetts uses a flag design, 
“Army E Navy for high achieve- 
ment” on meter 96204 and from 
Kalamazoo comes, “Army E Navy 
for outstanding production of War 
Equipment.” A_ similar slogan 
shows a flag and reads, “‘Minute 
Man Flag Awarded Armour Ok- 
lahoma City Employees.” None 
of these is common. therefore be 
sure to save carefully all that 
come your way.
